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pregnancies with eight living children. She 
herself stood up to her husband, but was a 
milder individual who spohe of having higher 
tastes: she lilted to say her Zi±z.--y v?a= edel 
(a Gernan word meaning "noble"). After the 
separation the mother was hospitalized in the 
Elgin State Hospital. The apparent diagnosis 
was InSvolutional Depression. She was coraited 
to the hospital but returned hone apparently 
after 8-9 months much improved. The family 
resumed, some living with the mother and some 
with the father. 

The mother died subsequently several years 
after her hospitalisation. The children, at 
the time of the separation, were sent to foster 
homes for periods varying from a summer to a 
year, thus being scattered throughout the 
Chicago area. They all felt the pressure; they 
united complaining of the pressure of poverty, 
the pressure of constant turmoil in the house, 
seme siding with the father but most with the 
mother. 

After the dispersion of the children, they 
went their separate ways, but were at least 
potentially interested in each other. The sis- 
ter, Eva, and the prisoner were especially 
close. The prisoner and the sister, Eva, agreed 
that they inherited the father's "explosive" 
tendencies, although none were alcoholic. The 
father died at 88, and in his later years was 
supported by the children. The home had no cen- 
tral influence, except perhaps the desire to 
escape from poverty. The children made a mod- 
erate success in life mostly in business, the 
older one being the only individual to be edu- 
cated beyond high school.

;I. This prisoner's instability is severe enough 
to consider hia to fall in the Psychopathic Person- 
ality class. In addition to the instability;, there 
is a definite inadequacy of nakou? which resulted 
in an adv^S'tnent in "life which had to be supported 
by constant fc&ccaasic behavior. Without 'the defenses 
of over-icyaity, of hyperactivity , of expansiveness, 
constant prcnotion of new interests, he -never would 
have been" able to laaintaia his ego. He, in fact, 
was a osvahelo^eal failure although this failure 
ciid not oreseat Itesls to nia: s constantly, Sao 
three episodes of depression were evidence of his 
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being unable to maintain an ego balance. These 
depressions tira definitely in the realm of 
psycho3ia. ^ 

2. His speech indicates this constant striving 
after aspirations of a higher life with a basic 
inadequacy. For example, he talks about wanting 

\ to be with "cultured people." He likes "lots of , 

class" He eays.'l believe in righteousness". \ 

But with all this he uses phrases that indicate 

a lack of judgment, a lack of understanding that 

there must be mental preparation for a cultured • 

life. He resembles Cleckley's Semantic Dementia, 

a condition where the words have no -E&SQ&toa to 

the deeds of the patient, In talking about i&s..; . 

girl friend, to whoa he was engaged for ten yeara, 

he said, "She was a clean, moral girl . „ butt 

you must get promiscuous after ten years". In 

talkng about handling seme rough customers in 

his bar he said, "I told them 1*11 shew you what 

^> muscle is". In talking about his feelings about 

the anti-Kennedy whispering campaign, he said .. 
"He is one of ours . . inwardly Eeisiaa a represent- 
ative of the Jewish people", in praising his 
placing of ads for the newspaper he said, "I know 
the' semantics of words". In speaking about his 
Impulses to buy somebody food, he said, "I tinted 
to get drunk on Kosher food". In speaking about 
his sister's mourning when they cried together 
he said, "She was contagious to me". The signi- 
ficance of this end many other phrases is in 
itself indication of an actual intellectual disorder 
which is not readily visible on the surface, since 
in a rapid flc;j of speech the prisoner can cover 
it up. It is nota-worthy that his actual mental 
level clinically is average, although the pscho- 
metric examination will more specifically pin- 
point this. 

3. The emotional reaction of the prisoner to 
the President end his family deserves careful 
consideration. Share is no doubt that he was 
depressed beyond that experienced by most of the 
population of this country at the time of this 
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assassination. The nris oner's description of 
the President, of Hrs. Kennedy, of the fomer's 
chara and »tnr.s:r carrot be reproduced in words 
here: Essentially, it the speech of a nea 
in love with another nan. It was a love that 
passed beyond a rational appreciation of a great 
man, cosing out of the unconscious . The prisoner 
said, "This is the end of ay life" when ths Presi- 
dent' died;, and in so doing he expressed taore than 
Eourrauag. 

His hatred cf Gerald xras also daterained oat . 
of his «nccnccio-a^ . Cha expression en his face 
when he spaka of hia - bespoke the evidence of 
a psychological conflict trithin the prisoner. 
George Senator, his secant- pat it precisely -rhen 
ha said about Jack's condition on Eoveaber 22 and
